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Ziglar Hired 
Full Time 
By Board 


In a joint meeting on Mon- 
day, the Elba Light and Water 
Board and the Elba City Coun- 
cil voted to hire Mayor Owen 
Ziglar as Manager of the Light 
and Water Department ata sal- 
ary of $500 per month. 

With this new position, Mayor 
Ziglar will be a full-time em- 
ployee of the City of Elba. He 
presently draws a salary of 
$250 per month as Mayor. On 
Tuesday following the Monday 
evening decision of the joint 
boards, Ziglar resigned his 
position at Cook Chevrolet and 
will begin full time with the 
City on March Ist. 

At the beginning of the meet- 
ing Mayor Ziglar asked Water 
Board Chairman, Lamar  S. 
Rainer, Jr. to assume the ch- 
airmanship of the joint meet- 
ing since he was being con- 
sidered for the employment. 
The pros and cons of the mat- 
ter were discussed at length 
and Ziglar was quizzed by the 
board members about what he 
felt he could do for the City 
and Board if the decision was 
made to employ him. 

Ziglar told the group that if 
they wanted a part-time mayor, 
a part-time mayor is what they 
would get, but that he could not 
continue devoting six and seven 
hours a day at city hall for 
only $250 a month. He said 
that if the group decided to hire 
a manager and choose him for 
the position, he would work dili- 
gently to see that the commu- 
nity prospered. He promised 
to actively seek all federal and 
state grants available to Elba. 

When the vote was taken at 
7p.m., Ziglar and Water Board 
member and Councilman Sam 
Sawyer both abstained from 
voting. Sawyer noted that he 
was not opposed to the move 
but would not vote. 

Voting for the proposal were 
Board members Charles 
Hayes, Ben Carpenter and 
Lamar Rainer. Also voting for 
the proposal were Councilmen 
Charles Ellis, Ronnie Vaughan 
and Virgil Coleman. 


Formal groundbreaking cer- 
emonies were held Tuesday, 
February 26, 1974 on the 50 
units of Section 23 Leased 
Housing located off the Brantley 
Highway on a 10-acre tract of 
land. Known as HUD Project 
Alabama 107-5, it will be ad- 
ministered by the Housing Au- 
thority of the City of Elba and 
leased to low income families. 

The first shovel of ground 
was broken by Mayor Owen 
Ziglar, D. M. Englishand Mary 
Flowers. Mr. Englishis chair- 
man of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Housing Auth- 
rity and Mrs. Flowers is the 
executive director. The units 
should be ready for occupancy 
in nine to eleven months. 

The 50 units consist of 10- 
one bedroom units (Elderly), 
16 - two bedroom units, 20 - 
three bedroom units, and 4 - 
four bedroom units. The one 
bedroom units are specially 
designed for the Elderly with 
one unit particularly designated 
for the Handicapped. In addi- 
tion there is a Management, 
Maintenance, Community 
building. This building will be 
the central focus of the project 
for administration and main- 
tenance by the executive dir- 
ector. It also serves as a 
meeting place for various acti- 
vities of the Elderly and other 
tenants. 

The project is being financed 
with tax exempt bonds in the 
name of the Elba Leased Hous- 
ing Corporation, an Alabama 
non-profit corporation. The 
bonds in no way obligate the 
City but are backed by an An- 
nual Contributions Contract be- 


tween the Department of Hous- 


ing and Urban Development and 
the Housing Authority of the 
City of Elba. The corpora- 
tion will lease the units to the 
Housing Authority for twenty 
years. By using this method 
of financing the units are do- 
nated from the start to the 
Housing Authority. Financing 
was arranged through UMIC, 
Inc. in Memphis, Tennessee. 

The project is being devel- 
oped by Southern Development 
Company in Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, who has already com- 
pleted 717 units under the Lea- 
sed Housing Program in Ala- 
bama, Florida and Mississippi. 
Construction is being perform- 
ed by Enco Engineering Cor- 
poration of Enterprise, Ala- 
bama, in conjunction with ‘a 
local builder, King Construct- 
ion Company. 

Commissioners of the Hous- 
ing Authority in attendance 
were J. A. Galimore,’S. T. 
Morrow, and W. H. Scarbrough: 
Members of the Elba Leased 
Housing Corporation included: 
Pat Hudson and Byron Bruce. 
Others in attendance included 
Jack Godin, Jr. of Southern 
Development Company, Robert 
King and Bobby King of King 
Construction Company. 

Glen Vaughan, a member of 
the Housing Authority, and J. L. 
Morrow, a member of the Elba 
Leased Housing Corporation, 
were not present at the ground 
breaking ceremonies.

Financial Picture 


For Farmers 
Is Brighter 


“The financial picture for 
U. S. farmers is a lot better 
today than it was a year ago,” 
says Charles Maddox, Exten- 
sion economist. “And the sit- 
uation could remain good thr- 
ough 1974.” 

Farm income rose signifi- 
cantly last year,.Maddox says. 
Farmers netted just over $26 
billion in realized net farm in- 
come in 1973, compared with 
1972's $19.7 billion. And their 
incomes from nonfarm sour- 
ces--jobs, rents, etc.--alsoin- 
creased over the record $15.9 
billion of 1972. 

The specialist says infla- 
tion took its toll of farmers’ 
earnings, with prices paid for 
family living rising about 11 
percent. But, even with infla- 
tion, farmers’ 1973 income was 
the best since 1948, 

Last year was also a big 
help for the credit rating of 
the farmer, Maddox adds. 
Although farmers went about 
$ 6 billion deeper into debt 
leaving them with $80 billion 
outstanding, their assets rose 
much more than their debts.

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
What is the procedure for an 
individual wishing to make use 
of the dollar checkoff on income 
tax use in political campaigns? 
L.S., Rome, Ga. 

SPARKMAN: 

On the regular 1040 and 1040A 
Federal Income tax form, line 
8 is entitled “Presidential El- 
ection Campaign Fund.” Tax- 
payers wishing to direct one 
dollar of their taxes to the fund 
simply check the box on that 
line. If it is a joint return, 
there is a second box for a 
total of two dollars. 

If the taxpayer didn’t make 
use ofthis option last year (1972 
return) he or she may now do so 
by additionally checking off a 
second set of boxes in the line 
entitled “Note” directly above 
the signature line at the bottom. 
This will direct an additional 
one dollar ( or two dollars in 
joint returns) from the paid 
taxes to the fund. 

Thus, in 1973 a taxpayer 
may direct a total of two dol- 
lars ( or a total of four dollars 
in joint returns) to the fund by 
checking off both line 8 for 1973 
and the additional line at the 
bottom, in order to retroacti- 
vely checkoff for 1972.

Of Stand Against Liberal 


Spend Policies 


Last year | stated my fears 
that a major fallout from Wat- 
ergate would be a serious weak- 
ening of the President’s deter- 
mination to stand firm against 
liberal borrow-and-spend poli- 
cies. These fears were con- 
firmed when the President de- 
livered his proposed $304 bil- 


lion fiscal year 1975 budget to ‘ 


Congress. 

Taking history as a teacher, 
I would not be surprised to see 
1975 spending go far beyond the 
President’s request and end up 
with a deficit of about $25 bil- 
lion. This would bring the five 
year deficit under a supposedly 
conservative administration to 
$140 billion, requiring the Fed- 
eral government to pay out 
some $29 billion this year just 
for the interest on the national 
debt. 

The biggest single item in 
the 1975 budget is the almost 
$108 billion earmarked for in- 
come security programs, about 
12 percent higher than they 
were a year ago. But this tr- 
emendous outlay includes no 
special help for the working 
man, for middle-class Ameri- 
cans who are hit hardest by 
the twin-blows of rampant in- 
flation and high taxation. 


Another area of great con- 
cern to me inthe proposed bud- 
get is the outlay for national 
defense. It calls for an 8% in- 
crease in defense spending, but 
the fact is that this will barely 
take care of inflated costs. Al- 
most every penny of the in- 
crease will go toward pay 
raises for the all-volunteer 
forces, pensions, retirement

Big Ben, the world’s most famous tower clock, has four 
dials, each 23 feet in diameter, a pendulum 13 feet long, 


pay, medical and other per- 
sonnel costs which already take 
55% of the total defense budget. 
Less than 30% of defense spend- 
ing will go for research and 
development, for purchases of 
weapons and materiel, and for 
military construction. 

At a time when our defense 
capability has already been 
badly crippled by Salt I agree- 
ments, when our diplomats are 
talking about further weakening 
concessions to the Russians in 
Salt II, and when our weapons 
inventories are dangerously 
low, as was revealed so glar- 
ingly and frighteningly during 
the October Middle East War, 
this is no time for sacrific- 
ing our national security on 
the altar of international poli- 
tics. 

The President is repeating 
mistakes which have been made 
before: planned deficits; use 
of government spending to make 
up for declines in other seg- 
ments of the economy; print- 
ing an ever-increasing amount 
of paper money to help pay for 
higher governmental spending 
which isn’t covered by tax rey- 
enues. These are the very 
things which foster inflation 
and destroy the economy. 

Most thinking Americans 
know by now that we cannot 
Squander our way to prosper- 


ity. It seems that only some 
politicians in Congress have 
not yet learned that lesson. 


For my part I will continue 
to stand for fiscal responsibi- 
lity in our government and will 
staunchly oppose efforts to play 
political games with the Fed- 
eral budget.

ORDINANCE FIXING RE- 
CORDER’S COURT COSTS 
ORDINANCE NO. 1974-2 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY OF ELBA, ALABAMA, 
as follows: 

Section 1. That all fines im- 
posed by the Recorder shall 
be paid in lawful money of the 
United States of America. 

Section 2. That all fines, 
penalties, forfeitures and re- 
coveries for violation of any law 
or ordinance of the City of 
Elba shall be for the use and 
benefit of the City of Elba un- 
less otherwise expressly pro- 
vided. 

Section 3. That upon con- 
viction in the Recorder's Court 
of the City of Elba for 4 vio- 
lation of any ordinance of the 
City of Elba, there shall be 
taxed against the Defendant, as 
court costs, the sum of Thir- 
teen and No/100 ($13.00) Dol- 
lars; provided further that inall 
cases which are nol prossed 
before conviction the court 
may, in the discretion of the 
Recorder, tax all costs. All 
costs taxed as herein provided 
shall be collected by the Clerk 
and paid into the City of Elba 
Treasury, and said costs shall 
be in addition to any officer’s 


4 fees provided by law. The

costs in every case tried be- 
fore the Recorder shall be 
entered on a trial docket and 
in no case shall any person 
be entitled to any fees unless 
such fees are clearly set out on 
the docket, and it shall be the 
duty of the Recorder to en- 
force this provision, 

Section 4, That upon con- 
viction of any defenuant in the 
Circuit Court or court of like 
jurisdiction, to which anappeal 
is taken from a judgment ren- 
dered in the Recorder’s Court: 
or upon the entering. of a judg- 
ment of forfeiture against said 
defendant, there shall be added 
to the other costs to be taxed 
against. said defendant, or-ag- 
ainst said defendant and his 
sureties, in case a judgment of 
forfeiture be entered,.a muni- 
cipal solicitor’s fee not to ex- 
ceed $10.00 to be paid to the 
City of Elba in the same man- 
her and under the same con- 
ditions and penalties as fines 
are paid. 

Section 5. ‘That no part of 
the costs nor of any of the fees 
due any officer in any case or 
proceeding for violation of the 
City of Elba ordinances shall 
be taxed against or be paid by 
the City of Elba. 

That each and 
every provision of this ord- 
inance is hereby declared tobe 
an independent provision and

Supplier Of 


Fuel Needs 


“The essential thing a far- 
mer must do to help assure 
himself adequate fuel for agri- 
cultural production is tell his 
distributor how much he 
needs, Unless a local distri- 
butor or dealer knows what his 
farm customer requires,’’ 
said Louis G. Rambo, Execu- 
tive Director of the State Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service,'’ that dis- 
tributor cannot take the nece- 
Ssary steps to get enough fuél 
for them.”’ 

Informing the distributor 
becomes even more impor- 
tant, if a farmer intends to 
increase his acreage consid 
erably, or if he wants to 
expand dairy, poultry, or other 
farm operations. Local deal- 
ers will need this informa- 
tion to request additional fuel 
from their suppliers 

Mr. Rambo said ‘‘Agricul- 
tural producers who are to 
receive priority allocations, 
will be required to certify 
to an ongoing fuel conserva 
tion program on their opera- 
tions.’ USDA, in coopera 
tion with the Federal Energy 
Office and the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency, has de- 
veloped a conservation leaf- 
let. This leaflet, scheduled 
to be available in early March, 
includes an Energy Manage- 
ment Certification that there 
is an ongoing conservation

The following is an account 
of the around-the-world honey- 
moon trip of Ben and Gloria 
Ringsdorf, written by Gloria 
Ringsdorf 

“Our honeymoon trip around 
the world actually began with 
dreams - Ben's dreams of far- 
away romantic places while he 
was locked up in a North Viet 
hamese prison camp for 6-1/2 
years.

We visited many sights, am- 
ong them the silver mining 
mountain city of Taxco, the 
Summer resort of Cuernayaco 
and the ancient pyramids built 
by the Aztecs before Christ. 

From Mexico City we headed 
for American Samoa (purely by 
accident because flights were 
cancelled to Tahiti in protest 
of the French testing their 
nuclear bombs there). For an 
unplanned stop, Pago Pago, 
American Samoa turned out to 
be the most beautiful island 
in the world to us. The blues 
of the Pacific,the charm of 
the people and the mountainous 
density of the jungles made 
this truly a paradise on earth. 

We met some Marist Bro- 
thers Catholic priests from 
New Zealand, who are building 
schools for the Samoans prac- 
tically with their bare hands. 
Since this is American terri- 
tory, the natives enjoy the bene- 
fits of American medicine, edu- 
cation, etc. We flew to West- 
ern Samoa, an island 50 miles 
away which is a territory of. 
New Zealand. 

Although that island was not 
as scenically beautiful as Am- 
erican Samoa, we had many ad- 
ventures there - among them an 
all-day journey ina mini-motor 
car through the jungles on roads 
best described as two ruts full 
of boulders. We were sore for 
many days thereafter. 

We flew back to Pago Pago 
after several days and from 
there to Fiji where we were 
amazed at the number of Am- 
‘erican tourists and by the dif- 
ference between the Samoans 
and Fijians eventhough they are 
both of the South Pacific 

From Fiji we flew to Sidney, 
Australia, where we tried to 
buy a Koala bear, and on to 
Singapore where we spent a 
week shopping, sightseeing and 
eating!!! Singapore is a large 
independent city state, rapidly 
replacing Hong Kong as a free- 
port bargain-shopping center 
of the east. Singapore is onthe 
move with many high-rise mod- 
ern office buildings under con- 
struction. It looked as if vir- 
tually everyone of the 75% Chi- 
nese has his own business and 
is thriving on it. 

From Singapore we headed 
on what turned out to be a 
marathon trek of aimost 2 days 
without sleep via Singapore 
Airlines, BOAC and Turk Hava 
enroute to Izmir, Turkey. We 
stopped for six hours in 
Bangkok where we did some 
frantic sightseeing in order to 
catch BOAC to Tehran, Iran, 
so we could sit up inthe air- 
port all night. However, peo- 
ple-watching in Arab territory 
turned out to be an alternately 
entertaining and terrifying ex- 
perience. 

The next morning we flew to 
Ankara, Turkey, witha 4-hour 
stopover before we boarded 
Turk Hava (quite an experience 
for Ben, an American pilot, be- 
ing piloted by Turks who cer- 
tainly fly “differently”). 

What a wonderful week we had 
with Frazer andGemma Rings- 
dorf and their two children, 
Mary and John-John. They had 
a large, lovely welcoming party 
for us where we enjoyed meet- 
ing their Turkish , American, 
French, Italian friends, tobac- 
co people, military people, 
business people, and the diplo- 
mats -- quite a fascinating 
mixture just to discover that 
people are warm the whole 
world over. 

Aside from the many part- 
ies given for us by Frazer 
and Gemma’s friends, we did 
manage to get in some memo- 
rable sightseeing: Ephesus 
(Paul’s letter to the Ephesi- 
ans), Mother Mary’s last home 
and where she died, beaches of 
the Aagean, and the Gary To- 
bacco Co. (where Frazer is 
practically in charge!!). 

‘After a teary good-bye we 
left Izmir for beautiful old 
Rome where we visited the 
Coliseum, Vatican City, the 
Roman Forum, and the foun- 
tain of Trivoli (we pitched in 
a coin each so we could be sure 
to, one day, return to Rome). 

From Rome we spent several 
days in Lisbon, Portugal where 
I had great fun showing Ben 
the sights as I use to live 
there.”

Youth Benefits of Proteins 
In ‘Quality,’ Not Quantity 


By LELORD KORDEL 


Number Six of a Series 


Not all protcins are alike. 


It is as much a question of 
“plenty of protein” as it is a question of making certain 
to eat enough of the right kind of protein—or complete 
proteins. The youth protecting value of the protein foods 
you eat depends not so much on the quantity as on the 


quality of the protein you select. 


In recent years you've prob- 
ably heard or read about “the 
amino acids."’ What this means 
is that all food protein is broken 
down in the chemical laboratory 
of your body into amino acids. 

The truth about these various 
kinds of food proteins was first 
suspected when laboratory ani- 
mals were noticed to be slowly 
starving to death on an exclusive 
diet of certain proteins, and yet 
thriving on an exclusive diet of 
still other proteins. 

From these observations it was 
discovered that some foods are 
complete proteins, while others 
are incomplete. What this means 
is simply that some foods (the 
complete proteins) contain all of 
the essential amino acids, and 
other fonds do not, 

You could live to a healthy, 
youthful old age by eating noth- 
ing except the foods that are 
complete proteins (witness the 
exclusively meat-eating Eskimos 
and Gauchos), whereas slow 
starvation would be the inevit- 
able result if you attempted liy- 
ing exclusively on the incom- 
plete vegetable proteins. 

Lean meat (this includes 
gland-meats, fish, poultry), eggs, 
cheese and other milk products 


4are complete proteins, that is, 


they contain all of the essential 
amino acids in correct propor- 
tion for maximum human nour- 
ishment. 


INCOMPLETE PROTEINS 


Whole grain products, — soy- 
beans, legumes and some nuts 
are classed as partially com- 
plete proteins — meaning that 
their amino acids are not in bal- 
anced proportions to meet all 
body needs. However these pro- 
teins are valuable “secondary” 
foods, 

Vegetables, fruits and some 
grains are incomplete proteins. 


4Corn, for instance, contains only 


seven essential amino acids, 
while cabbage has even fewer. 
Yet by no means does this les- 
sen the vyalue of vegetables,

fruits and whole grains in your 
diet; what ‘“incomplete’’ means 
is that you cannot subsist entire- 
ly on these low-grade protein 
foods. But these incomplete pro- 
teins can be used to great ad- 
vantage in a diet as supplements 
to the high-protein foods. 

(When I say thet you cannot 
subsist on a diet of fruits and 
vegetables, I can imagine you 
thinking, “But how about the 
vegetarians?”’ We'll get to them 
a little further along.) 

Hach plant or animal food we 
eat contains a special variety of 
protein, The closer a food pro- 
tein resembles human_ protein, 
the more valuable it is for hu- 
man nutrition, That is why we 
speak of high-grade proteins, 
meaning those foods that yield 
a maximum of protein nutrition 
in relation to the quantity con- 
sumed; and low-grade proteins, 
meaning those that furnish the 
body with only small amounts of 
usable protein, 


MEAT WORTH MORE 


To illustrate:’ 100 grams of 
meat protein (high-grade) are 
far more valuable {o human nu- 
trition than 100 grams of carrot 
protein (low grade). 

A diet built around foods con- 
taining all of the essential am- 
ino acids is a youth protecting 
health-promoting diet because it 
is a high-protein diet. If any 
doubt still lingers in your mind 
that a high-protein diet is im- 
perative for you to look younger 
and live out your allotted span 
of years, let me remind you 
that you are made of protein. 

Let me outline briefly what we 
know to be the direct effect of 
the essential amino acids on the 
human body. (You needn't re- 
member their names—which are 
jawbreakers! ) 

Argenine is called the ‘‘father- 
hood amino acid.’’ When serious- 
ly lacking in the body, the sex 
instinct undergoes a marked de- 


crease in men and women alike, from your diet.

Tryptophane is known to help 
ward off signs of premature ag- 
ing. It protects you against cer- 
tain eye disorders, easy suscepti: 
bility to colds and 
disorders, 

Valine is directly related te 
the nervous system (one part of 
the body that really takes a beat- 
ing as we grow older), and your 
diet must contain plenty of this 
protein if you want to avoid 
nervous disorders and digestive 
upsets, 

Methionine, if seriously lack- 
ing in the hody, may cause hard- 
ening of the liver (cirrhosis) and 
nephritis (a serious kidney dis- 
ease). It is also necessary to 
maintain body weight. 


RED BLOOD CELLS

acids, plus the literally thou- 
sands of different protein com- 
binations manufactured in your 
body from them — must do an 


uninterrupted job of building, re-js= 


pairing and replacing, if you ar 
to remain a living animal, (Th 
red coloring matter in you 


blood, or hemoglobin as it’s call-@ 


ed for example, may contain as 
many as 576 different amino 
acid groups. 

A red blood cell lives about 30 
days. This means, that every, 
month a fresh, newly processed| 
red blood cell must be recruited) 
from your bone marrow into the 
bloodstream as a replacement. 

To make sure that you have 
the correct answer to the nutri- 
tion riddle ‘‘How much protein 
is enough?”’ your safest bet is 
to, eat more than enough.

'73 Farm Exports 
Were $17.7 Billion 


The U. S. exported farm 
products worth $17.7 billion 
during 1973, 90 percent over 


the 1972 level, says Allen 
Brown, Extension marketing 
specialist. And farm-product 


exports are expected to be in 
the $19 billion range during fis- 
cal 1974, 

Grain exports, mainly wheat 
and feed grains, accounted for 
60 percent of the 1973 value 
gain. Brown notes that soy- 
beans, protein meal, tobacco, 
cotton, fruits, nuts, vegetables, 
meat, cattle hides and poultry 
meat exports also rose sig- 
nificantly. 

Exports to every region in- 
creased sharply during 1973. 
Western Europe bought $5.6 
billion and Eastern Europe and 
the Soviet Union took $1.5 bil- 
lion worth. Japan’s purchases 
topped $3 billion, while those 
of the People’s Republic of 
China soared to $574 million. 
And the rest of Asia received 
$2.9 billion of our farm-pro- 

_duct exports last year.
